Prior to 15 February, the Panzer Kaserne in Gera-Ting still quartered the unit 
from .eimar which consisted only of. officers and NCOs who had not been scen 
performing any routine duties, ‘Source had the impression that only classroom 
instruction was heid in the installation. 


Prior to 15 February, the Mouss Kaserne quartered about 1,300 troops who wore 
red-borcerec black epaulets, 4 German worlzine in the installation said that 
the easternmost, villa-like building in the billetince area housed a >brizade 
headquarters. ‘Source himself belicved that the Reuss Kaserne quartered only 
ore unit in adcition to the aforementioned headquarters. Several tracks on 
blocks were noticed in an open saraze on 9 February.

About 200 troops 
from the Reuss Kaserne practiced the throwing of hand grenades and
